Fairest'Ever Known 


By ERNIE PYLE. 

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY.—(By Wireless)—Men who 
work under Lieutenant General Omar N. Bradley says he is 
the fairest man they have ever known. There is absolutely 
no pretense about him in any way, and he hates ostentation. 


He doesn’t fly his three-stai 
flag except when formal occa | 
sions compel it. And his aides are 
full of storiés about how he was 
hung in the background rather 
than call attention to himself by 
pushing up where he had a right 
to be. He doesn’t even own a 
Sam Browne belt or a dress cap. 

Oddly enough, for a\man as 
quiet and modest as he is, he 
doesn’t mind public speaking. He 
is no ringing orator, but after you 
listen to him for awhile his 
speech becomes powerful by its 
tone of intense sincerity. 

Talks to Reporters. 

During vital periods 
campaign the general always 
comes to our correspondents’ camp 
and, in front of a big’ map, gives 
us a complete fill-in on the sit- 
uation. When he first did this 


we all liked him but weren't es- H 


pecially impressed. But he grew 
on us just as he grows on every- 
body he works with, and today 
there isn’t a correspondent who 
doesn't swear by him.

And 
on the road, when an Army truck 
pulls out to let his three-star jeep 
pass, he always turns and says 
“Thank you” to the driver. 


Rides About Front, 


When he passes a bunch of en- 
gineers toiling and sweating to 
create a bypass around a blown- 
up bridge he calls out, “You're 
Going a nice job here,” 
startled lieutenant in charge.

near the 4l-cent ceiling. Last 
week’s average was 6.76 cents be- 
low that for the previous week. 

Only 5,420,953 pounds were sold 
on the Georgia-Florida markets 
through Thursday, bringing the 
season’s total to 81,446,644. This 
compares with last year’s aggre- 
gate sales of 72,453,012 pounds, 
which brought gross returns of 
$21,961,813 for an average of 30.31) 
cents a pound, the WFA said.

To a landlubber it would seem 
that with all the sea there is there 
ought to be plenty of seaweed and 
to a sailor one shark probably is 
one shark too many.

MainlyExpired, 
Arnall Advised 


Nearly all school textbook con- 
tracts made between the old board 
of education and publishers have 
expired, C. S. Hubbard, director 
of the textbook division of the de- 
partment of education, said yester- 
day, aiter Governor Arnall had 
taken steps to invalidate any ex- 
isting contracts. 

The Governor said he did not be- 
lieve the new constitutional board 
of education was tied to contracts 
made by the-old board, abolished 
by the legislature. He asked At- 
torney General T. Grady Head for 
a ruling. 

Hubbard reported practically all 
of the contracts let in 1937 were 
for ‘five years, andehad expired. 
There are a few contracts still ex- 
isting that were signed in 1939 
and 1940 for five-year periods, 
Contracts signed in 1941 were for 
a one-year period. 

Old Pacts Frozen. 

The contracts calling for large- 
scale purchasing of textbeoks just 
before former Governor Talmadge 
went out of office last year were 
never completed, it was said. Gov- 
ernor Arnall froze mass purchases 
o* school books. 

Hubbard said the few books 
now being purghased are obtained 
from compapies who held 1937 
contracts and who were willing to 
sell the books at 1937 prices. They 
are not being bought under con- 
tracts, but through a “mutual 
agreement” of the board and the 
publishers, Hubbard said. He 
pointed out that the price cf books 
has risen substantially since 1937. 

The newly. appointed textbook 
commission probably will make 
recommendations to the school 
board on whether to adopt new 
books, buy on the open market, or 
renew contracts with present com- 
panies, when the board meets in 
September, 

“Monopoly” Foe. 

Governor Arnall, enemy of the 
“school book monpoly,” said he is 
opposed to tying the new board to 
Old contracts on multiple listings 
that were made by the old state 
board ‘without regard to price 
paid for each textbook.” 

In asking the attorney general 
whether contracts made by the 
@bolished board are binding on the 
new constitutional board, the Gov- 
ernor said: 

“I know of no reason why Geor- 
gia should not have the benefit of 
buying what few school books the 
State may need from the company 
supplying the best books at the 
lowest price.’

In the 
first place, we occupied the island without a 
ight, and thus incurred no loss of life among 
our forces. 

Secondly, the Aleutian story offers a pre- 
view of the pattern by which we shall eventual- 
ly drive the Japanese all the way back to their 
homeland. By occupying Attu we made Kiska 
untenable. By occupying other outposts we 
shall cut off more Japanese bases in like man-

That the exigencies of war have caused 


thousands of women to urdertake jobs which, 
only a few years ago, were considered suitable 
only for male workers has become a common- 
place fact. Nevertheless there are some types 


of work which, in the general public mind, re- 


main unfitted for women. That the general 
public is, as frequently, mistaken is steadily 
being shown. : 

Recently the Southern Pine War Committee 
made a survey of women workers in the south- 
ern lumber industry. They contacted 34 lum- 
ber companies in seven states. They discov- 
ered that, in these plants alone, 797 women are 
now employed. Of these, 441 are white and 356 
colored women. 

Among the jobs white women are perform- 
ing in the mills are sawfiler, blacksmith help- 
er, logger, operator of the company’s water 
pumping plant, and many more. Colored 
women are feeding planing machines, moulders 
and edgers, operating cutoff and ripsaws, op- 
erating box stitching machines, feeding veneer 
dryers, racking lumber, stacking lumber for 
dry kilns, loading lumber into cars, etc. One 1s 
helping to fire the mill's power plant boilers. 


What is more, practically all the women like 
their jobs, though they say they will be quite 
willing to return them to their menfolks when 
the war is done.

RUSSIA AGAIN In the international poker game now going 
on, it is a fact that Joseph Stalin has the 
best hand. There ign’t much chance that he will lose anything 
on the draw and he may even improve his hand. 
That is the uncomfortable fact which must be faced and which 
ought to be faced as soon as possible. 

Joseph Stalin has an army which has met 
the Germans head-on and which has bent, but 
not broken. It is now moving forward in the 
last weeks of the summer offensive. 

There is less and less reason to expect a 
separate peace—which Japan is trying to bring 
about. 

Russia is winning. Russia hates 
and all that the Nazi government represents. 
This ts not so much an ideological hatred It 
is one based on murder and torture and terror. 
It is the most lasting sort of hate. 

Russia will go on fighting 

But it becomes more and more obvious that 
if Russia does smash through to Berlin—if the 
German army breaks and Russia invades Ger- 
many proper—the Russian government will de- 
cide what to do about the government in Gere 
many and the Russian influence on the con- 

tinent will be dominant. 

Russia and Joseph Stalin hold the best hand in that little game 
and also in the game of governments. It is not generally under- 
stood in this country just what a powerful influence—and what a 
delicate political problem—the governments in exile present. 

England has had them since the war began. They are not always 
comfortable things to have. It is not always possible, as it was 
not possible in the case of De Gaulle, to speak out plainly. The facts 
might be that the people and the soldiers in exile did not care so 
much for the governments. The Greek soldiers, for instance, plainly 
do not like their King and there have been embarrassing demon- 
strations on the part of the troops against him. 

Russia has none of this problem. Russia has, instead. a “Free 
Germany” government which it has recognized as this country and 
England have recognized the “Free Dutch,” the “Free Norwegians,” 
and so on. 

Russia has a German government 
Russia enter the country first. 

Our card, to match this, is unconditional surrender.

NOT SO WEAK Now, that card of unconditional surrender is 
not, on the face of it, as strong a card as the 
“Free Germany” card held by Russia. - 

But as a matter of actual fact, it is as strong. It is as strong. or 
stronger, because the Germans can hardly wish to have Russia 
invade. The Russians would come with killing and with fire and 
this the Germans know, 

~If it comes to defeat—and if there is time to do it—the Ger- 
mans would be more willing to let in occupying armies of English 
and Americans, 

For that reason—and only for that reason—is our card as strong 
as the one held by Germany. That is why there already have been 
some polite little feelers seeking to know how we would feel about 
a negotiated peace. 

Our card would not be as strong if the German front should 
utterly collapse and the Russians go streaming into Germany. 

This is but a part of the picture going on behind the scenes. 
The political battle is intense. 

All of it adds up to the fact that we must immediately have some 
sort of conference with: Russia and reach some sort of agreement. 
It makes sense and it would have been done long before now were 
it not for the really tremendous problem of the governments in 
exile‘and pledges made to them. 

We can thank God we have made no territorial pledges as toe 
borders or nations. We can always go along on the plebiscite plan 
for suth nations as Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. We have not 
pledged ourselves to restore the borders set up by the Treaty of 
Versailles. We can at least be thankful for that. 

Russia will want a port open in win- 


RUSSIA’S DEMANDS 
ter. There is sure to be territorial 


realignments in Europe and in Africa. 

If Russia joins in the war against Japan she will take back 
Port Arthur and the territory lost to Japan in the Russo-Japanese 
war. If there can be some agreement with Turkey as to the Darda- 
nelles, a crisis in that area may be averted. 

It is beyond belief that Russia will want any real territories. 
She already has enough of her own. Rebuilding her own terri- 
tories and building up her great domestic economy will be enough 
to keep her without unemployment for generations to come. 

But it is the height of folly to assume that Russia will not want 
certain territorial changes so that her outlets to the sea trade of 
the world will not be choked. 

Stalin has the best hand in this game. There is also good 
reason why he himself does not attend conferences to which he is 
invited. His army has not won, It has been, until lately, engaged 
in a struggle which night have turned against it. 

England is sending her Mr. Eden to Russia. We must send our 
Mr. Sumner Welles or some other person of his ability. 

It is time to call, not to raise, the pot.

‘War Can Be Ended, as Duel- 


ing Was, When People Are 
Determined to Stop It 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


While the big men are planning the economics and isms of the 
new world, the little people are thinking in simpler and broader 
terms. They want something, anything, that will forever insure 
them against the murderous imbecility of war. ’ 

They know it can be done—not by dreamers or by tricky poli- 
ticians, but by men of good will and good sense who are deter- 
mined not to fail. 

The question is not what we'd like to do, or what would be 
nice if we could do it, but what can be done, with the world as 
it is and human nature as it Is. 

It is not possible to maintain order, in a family, factory, army 
or nation, without some authority with power to enforce it. Lawe 
makers can do no good without law enforcers. And enforcement 
supposes the power to punish. 

The problem is to find that power. 

The government in Washington has the power to enforce fed- 
eral laws in states that spread across a continent and in our pos- 
sessions overseas. Given greater power, it could enforce its laws 
and maintain order all over the world. Rome governed the “known 
world” outside the Orient and kept the peace—by subjugation. 

America has neither the power nor the desire to enforce world 
laws. But America, plus other great nations, would have the 
power. And the very existence of this power, created for the sole 
purpose of enforcing peace, would make the use of force unneces- 
sary. Effective laws are not enforced, but observed. And nations, 
even more than individual people, would observe a law that nad 
behind it the power and the will to punish violators. 

Establishing a power te preserve peace will be difficult only as 
we make it so. Many people will be confused and offended by 
labels. Many will be frightened by the words “coalition” and 
“league” and “alliance.” But the name of the power does not 
matter. Let the name be what it will, so long as we establish a 
power that can and will preserve peace. 

When the war is won, America, England and Russia will be the 
great powers of the world. Newly awakened China, with muore 
people than the other three combined, will be potentially great and 
powerful, 

These four, united only to insure lasting peace, can keep the 
world in order. What other nations are to do can be decided later. 
The first job is to get the police force.

WASHINGTON, Aug. . 23.— 
(INS)—Acting Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles today departed 
mysteriously from Washington, 
giving rise to speculation that he 
was Moscow-bound. 


The State Department cloaked 
the going of Welles in official se- 
crecy, declining to divulge the 
reason for his absence, which 
came at a time when Secretary 
Hull himself was at Quebec, 
meeting with President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill. 


It was pointed out that only ill- 
ness or extremely important af- 
fairs of state would require the 
absence from Washington at the 
same time of both the secretary 
and the undersecretary. 


A State Department spokesman 
said that nothing could be dis- 
closed about Welles’ trip except 
that he was going’: away from 
Washington for a few days, | 

Welles closed his desk less than 
36 hours after Moscow announced | 
that Maxim Litvinov, now in Mos- 
cow, had been relieved of his am- 
bassadorial duties and. would be 
succeeded by Andrei A. Gromyko. 

Tending, however, to lessen the 
possibility that the «witch involv- 
ed any international demarche, 
the State Department discounted 
reports that Admiral William H.

With both Litvinov and Ivan 
Maisky, Russian ambassador to 
London, in Moscow some observ- 
ers saw the possibility that.Stalin 
was surrounding himselt with his 
experts on American and British 
affairs—and drawing into a diplo- 
matic shell. ) 

Deny Peace Talk. 

However, sources close~to the 
Russian embassy emphatically de- 
nied reports that there was a pos- 
sibility that the Soviet Union and 
Germany might negotiate a sepa- 
rate peace. 

They pointed out that Russia 
has spent more than 5,000,000 sol- 
diers, vast amounts of material 
and treasure and machinery in 
war against the German invaders. 

In addition, they emphasized 
that Russia wishes every Nazi of- 
ficial guilty of atrocities against 
Russian prisoners and civilians 
punished for his crimes. 

Russia and her armies, they 
concluded,- will press the war 
against the Germans until the 
Nazis are completely crushed and 
the wrongs against Russia 
avenged.

Charging the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation is “fleecing the 
farmers of from $3 to $40 on each 
bale of cotton,” Georgia’s Agri- 
culture Commissioner Tom Lind- 
sey yesterday urged farmers to 
hold their cotton in seed until aft- 
er congress meets in September. 

Linder said the CCC has defied 
congress by basing cotton loan 
values on middling 15-16-inch 
staple and increasing the spread 
between middling and. other 
grades so that the loan value of 
cotton less than middling is lower 
under the 90 per cent parity than 
it was under the 85 per cent loan 
value in effect prior to enactment 
of the price control measure of 
1942. 

He declared the law specifies 
plainly that the loan value is 
based on 7-8-inch staple, and add- 
ed that the CCC has “no 
right to change it and make 15-16- 
inch staple the base.” 

Linder expressed belief that 
congress will rectify these dis- 
crepancies in cotton marketing. In 
the meantime, however, the mills 
will have to have good cotton and 
“will come hunting the farmer to 
buy, if the 1943 crop is held in 
seed for two or three months.” 

Explaining how the new CCC 
ruling works on loan values on 
cotton below middling, Linder 
said: 

“Before the act of October, 
1942, the difference between mid- 
dling 7-8-inch and strict low mid- 
dling 7-8-inch staple was 60 points 
or $3 a bale. Now it is 115 points 
or $5.75 a bale.” : 

“When we take into considera- 
tion that Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard’s fake parity is at least 
50 per cent below the actual par- 
ity provided by the agricultural 
adjustment act. we see that the 
farmer, under the present setup, 
is being taken for a ride of $64.40 
on each bale of middling 15-16- 
inch staple cotton, and other 
grades in proportion.”

Nazi Army’s Collapse 
Far Off, Lie- Warns

The flood of optimism in the United States among those 
who believe the war in Europe is approaching a speedy end- 
ing worries Haakon Lie, Norwegian labor leader, visiting 
and speaking in Atlanta under auspices of the CIO National 


| “There'll be no collapse in the 
|German army of 1943 as there 
was in 1918,” Lie told a group of 
| businessmen and labor leaders at 
‘a luncheon in Rich’s Magnolia 
'Room yesterday. 

“The Nazis believe in their 
cause today and the idea behind 
| the German army is exactly what 
makes that army strong. 

“You Americans are familiar 
with the German soldier of 1918, 
but the German soldier of 1943 
is different from the one in 1918. 

Will Not Surrender. 

“Naziism is difficult to under- 
stand. It is easiest to understand 
when you recognize it as a sub- 
stitute for religion. It’s a ‘war 
religion. These German soldiers 
are imbued with that idea and 
they’ll fight their hardest every- 
where before they surrender in 
this war.” 

Haakon Lie is 37 years old. He 
is fired with the zeal of a born 
patriot. He stood before the group 
yesterday at the luncheon and 
again later last night at a meet- 
ing at the C. 1. O. Hall as a virile 
sample of the Norwegian man- 


ism to the last. 

He pictured any slowdown in 
production as a weapon to be used 
only by Nazi-occupied nations as 


success in bending conquered na- 
tions to the Nazi will. 
Tells of Nazi Failure. 

“Among Norwegians today,” he 
said, “there is only one question 
asked: 

“*Are you a Norwegian or are 
you a traitor?’” 

He told how the Nazis recog- 
nized failure in their efforts to 
win the Norwegians to their cau_e 
with flattering ferences to the 
racial fact that the Norwegian is 
just as much a Nordic as a Ger- 
man, 

“The Nazi approach in Norway, 
at the outset, was different from 
what it had been in Poland and 
in Czechoslovakia and in Russia. 
They told us that we belong to the 
master race and that we should, 
with an appreciation of that fact 
alone, allow ourselves to be con- 
verted to the Nazi cause.” 

Lie describes how the Germans, 
unable to win the Norwegians 
over with Nazi arguments, adopt- 
ed the Nazi policy of crushing all 
opposition. He told ot 17,000 Nor- 
wegians in German concentration 
camps. 

Fight Nazi boctrines. 

“The Naiis have taken the 
cream of the Norwegian political, 
industrial, commercial and cultu- 
ral leaders,” said Lie. “When our 
churches organized against Nazism, 
they arrested the archbishop and 
dismissed the bishops. Teachers 
who struggled to teach the doc- 
trine of the Norwegian belief in 
democracy to the children were 
jailed. Bankers were jailed. In- 
surance leaders were jailed. All of 
them were told thei: work was 
not essential. Those leaders in all 
forms of Norwegian advancement 
were shipped to labor in Ger- 
many.” 

The Norwegian fight today, said 
Lie, is to combat the training the 
Germans are giving the Norwe- 
gian youth, 

“Every boy and girl between 
10 and 18 has been forced to join 
the Nazi youth movement,” said 
Lie. “Our teachers and the par- 
ents of these children still fight 
openly the doctrines that are be- 
ing drilled into the minds of those 
children by the Nazis.” 

Keep Up Resistance. 

The standard of living has been 
dropped, he said.

“It, therefore, appears that the 
only large deferred poo! remain- 
ing from which men can be called 
is the group of fathers, nutnber- 
ing 6,559,000. The fundamental is- 
sue is not whether we are to draft 
fathers, but whether, in the con- 
sideration of the war. effort we 
will call those men least valuable 
to the war effort. . 


Only One Alternative. 


“It is clear that if a pre-Pearl]

ment. ...In view of the fact that 
replaceability has become ex- 
tremely important in. tight labor 
areas, local boards will undoubt- 
edly give thorough consideration 
to the occupational deferment of 
fathers making a substantial con- 
tribution to the war effort. ...

London Blitz 
Almost ‘Got’ 
Churchill 


QUEBEC, Aug. 23.—(4)—Win- 
ston Churchill narrowly escaped 
being killed during the London 
blitz of November, i940, it was 
disclosed today. 

The British prime minister was 
dining at No. 10 Downing Street, 
his official London residence, with 
Sir Archibale Sinclair, British 
minister for air, and Brendan 
Bracken, minister of information. 

A bomb fell on the treasury 
building next door, demolishing it 
and killing 12 people. 

The dining room chandelier at 
10 Downing Street plopped right 
into the center of the prime minis- 
ter’s table, but no one was hurt. 

Churchill insisted that his loyal 
cook go down into the air-raid 
shelter, but she refused to go 
without bringing the party its cof- 
fee. 

With a fatalistic attitude, the 
prime minister and his two cabi- 
net.members stayed at’their table. 

And that was the night, it was 
revealed, that the stocky British 
leader adopted his famous air-raid 
suit. 
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because of the conference here he 
had come to look upon the St. 
Lawrence as “liquid history.” 

Foreign Minisser Soong, who 
arrived yesterday in response to a 
last-minute summons from Mr. 
Roosevelt, called at the presiden- 
tial residence, high above the St. 
Lawrence river, before lunch and 
continued his discussions with the 
President afterward. 

Stephen Early, presidential sec- 
retary, had declared earlier that 
the Chinese minister’s talks with 
Mr. Roosevelt would be concern- 
ed with plans for smashing at 
Japan. 


Knox Arrives. 

Early obviously was at some 
pains to emphasize the work done 
here on the war with Japan and 
this was further pointed up by 
the arrivals here today of Secre. 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox, 
whose main concern is the Paci- 
fic, and Sir William Glasgow, 
Australian high commissioner in 
Canada.

MY DAY: Makes Strides 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK, Sunday, Aug. °22.—Wartime housing has led 
certain people to various conclusions. Some said to me the other 
day that they had been in some of the modern trailers built to 
house emergency workers near war plants, and coreeoanee 
in some of the defense housing which covers 
the minimum decencies of living, and they had 
decided that this was really all anyone should 
ever need in the way of a home. 

Housing has made great strides during the 
war. In the laboratories new materials are 
constantly being developed, so it is more than 
likely that when the war is over it will be 
possible for people, who have never before 
been able to afford a decent house of their 
own, to build one at a moderate price and to 
live in it comfortably. ~I hope, however, no 
one will feel that the space which has been PROTEST 
accepted by workers during the present emergency period is re 
sufficient for an acceptable home in the future. 

It is true that many children grow up in tenement houses, 
crowded all their lives into rooms where there is no privacy and 
under conditions which allow no human being to commune with 
himself in peace and tranquility. 

Every child needs some spot where he can collect a few posses- 
sions which he will grow to love, where he can even indulge in a 
hobby. If he cannot do this at home, he will look for it some- 
where else, and home will not be a home in the sense of being a 
place of refuge for the soul as well as the body. It will be a place 
in which to sleep and eat and see the people with whom, for some 
strange reason, the child recognizes there is a tie which cannot be 
broken, but it will not be a place where deep spiritual relation- 
ships develop. The chances are that mother, father, sisters and 
brothers will be people whom the child knows very well. They 
meet every day and they know each other’s habits and peculiarities, 
and some of them are irritating and some of them seem loveable, 
but the person that the child feels stirring within himself, remains 
locked up waiting for the privacy that is never found at home.

South Carolina Grand Dame 
To Celebrate Birthday Here

@ @e@ THE CEDARS, an historic 1,000-acre plantation in Fair- 
field county, South Carolina, which has been owned by the 
same family since before the War Between the States, is a well- 
known landmark to travelers between /Winnsboro and Chester. The 
gracious old mansion, majestically fronted with white columns, 


Stands at the end of an avenue of walnut trees. 


Its doors and 


windows are bolted because members of the Brice family, its own- 


ers, are scattered far and wide. 


The present owner of the mansion, Mrs. Samuel G. Brice, has 
come to Atlanta for an indefinite stay. She is visiting her son and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. T. L. Brice, at their Clifton road residence, 


and when January rolls around, 
she will celebrate her 88th 
birthday anniversary. She is a 
native of Shelby, N. C., where 
her father, the late Dr. John T. 
Miller, was a prominent physi- 
cian. The junior Mrs. Brice, 
the former Bessie Wade Brice, 
is a distant relative of her hus- 
band. 

The visitor has many inter- 
esting tales to tell of the gen- 
eration of Brices who have lived 
in the old home. Her husband, 
the late Samuel G. Brice, was 
16 years old when the Union 
soldiers swept in during the 
War Between the States. It was 
only because an aged colored 
Slave had the ingenuity to bar- 
gain with the leader of the raid- 
ers that the house was saved 
from destruction. 

Like many others in the 
south in those days, the owner 
of the plantation, Mrs. Brice’s 
father-in-law, the late Dr. Wal- 
ter Brice, a prominent surgeon 
of Fairfield county, had buried 
the family silver under the 
smokehouse to save it from 
pilferag When the invaders 
were about to set fire to the 
house, the old servant crept 
down to the smokehouse, dug 
up some of the silver, and 
bribed the leader to depart and 
take his men with him. 

Mrs. Brice, who is quite a 
radio fan, is exceedingly agile, 
although she holds her mem- 
ories of bygone days close to 
her heart, she is keenly in- 
terested in current affairs and 
her company is sought by 
younger people as well as by 
her contemporaries.
